costs of operating 10 farms 
in 


Brown-co in 1935 were $578 more 
per farm than in 1934 but the in- 
come from these farms also in- 
creased so the average labor in- 
come for the farms was $353 great- 
er last year than in 1934, accord- 
' ing to farm account records kept 


by farm owners under the sup- 
ervision of the department of rural 
economics, Ohio State University. 


The records on 10 farms were 


kept for both 1934 and 1935 and 
five other farmers began keeping 
recoi'ds last year. The total labor 
income for the farm and his fam- 
ily on these 15 farms ranged from 


338 to $3,945. 
The economists 


say that labor income is the sum 
eft after operating expenses and 
ixed charges such as interest and 
nsurance have been deducted from 
the total income of the farm. 


The average labor income for 


he 15 farms was $2,699 and only 
1463 of this total came from sales 
of cash crops or from crops sold 
or feed. Dairy products made the 
reatest contribution to the farm 
ncome, with an average for the 15 
arms of $671. Other livestock, in 
:he amount of the income from 
sales, placed in the following or- 
der: hogs, beef cattle, 
poultry, 


sheep, and horses. 


These 15 farmers paid out an 


average of $314 for feed not grown 
on their farms, taxes averaged $88 
Der farm, and there was an average 
expense of $81 for oil and fuel. 
The average outlay for fertilizers 
was $71 and repairs on buildings, 
fences, and machinery cost $53. 
Better prices for livestock are re- 
"lected in the increases in inven- 
tories for the 15 farms, an aver- 
age of $720 more in 1935 than in 
1934.

under which they live. Some of 
the research work may be done 
later at the state laboratories at 
Reynoldsburg.

actual knowledge of 
the condi- 


tions of wildlife than was needed 
to make the work most effective. 
The establishment of the stations 
in nine different states will furnish 
a fund of information on the life 
habits and numbers of the mour- 
ning 
dove, 
cotton-tail 
rabbit, 


muskrat, coot, woodcock, moose, 
antelope, quail, wild turkey, mule 
deer, sage grouse,
